WINTER DRIFTING 

Soil drifting can be controlled If 
a reasonably cloddy field is cover¬ 
ed with 1,500 pounds or more of 
trash. Sandy soils will require 
more than twice this amount of 
trash if good protection is to be 
provided. Trash cover does not 
deteriorate during the winter sea¬ 
son, but surface clods break down 
appreciably. At Lethbridge, the 
breakdown of surface clods during 
the winter decreased the propor¬ 
tion of wind-resistant surface clods 
by 15 per cent on the average. 
This decrease was sufficient in 
most years to change a wind-re¬ 
sistant field to one that was erod- 
ible. When this occurred and when 
trash cover was inadequate, strong 
warm winds caused soil drifting 
even though there was frost close 
to the surface. 

Soil drifting depletes the soil of 
valuable fertility, fills In ditches, 
borrow pits and shelterbelts, and 
does other damage. Soil drifting 
can be stopped even though the 
soil is frozen close to the surface. 
A one-way disk with all pans re¬ 
moved except those adjacent to the 
arbour bolt bearings and bearing 
support will cut into frozen soil 


the machine operated at a moder¬ 
ate speed. The spring-tooth har¬ 
row will produce cloddy conditions 
if operated in a fairly compact 
soil. The chisel plough and the 
spring-tooth harrow should not be 
used on a field that does not pro¬ 
duce good clods, that is badly piled 
with drift sand, or that has been 
deeply tilled and is in a loose, pul¬ 
verized condition. Drifting on such 
a field can best be stopped by deep 
listing, using either the one-way 
lister in a frozen soil or lister-sho¬ 
vels on a chisel plough In a frost- 
free soil. 

The experience of nearly 50 
years, backed by research, clearly 
indicates that drifting can be stop¬ 
ped. Methods that meet all cir¬ 
cumstances have been developed. 
A final essential Is the desire of 
the operator to take early and 
positive action.

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Let The Government Know! 

Application by the Rock Lake Hutterian Bre¬ 
thren of Wrentham to purchase 4,960 acres of land 
south of Brant for the purpose of establishing a new 
colony in the County of Vulcan means that residents 
of this area, 98 per cent of whom are opposed to the 
establishment of another Hutterite colony in the 
county, must again — for the second time in two 
years — prepare briefs and letters supporting their 
contention that such an applicatiton should be turned 
down. 

Two years ago an application to purchase land 
and establish a Hutterite colony in the same general 
area failed to gain the approval of the provincial 
government. This time a different Hutterite group 
and a different acreage of land are involved but con¬ 
ditions certainly have not changed appreciably in a 
short two-year period of time and the general argu¬ 
ments and evidence that were valid two years ago 
should hold just as much weight now. It would be in¬ 
comprehensible if this latest application was approved 
when, just two years ago, an application similar in so 
many respects failed to win the government’s 
approval. 

In the brief prepared two years ago by the Vul¬ 
can District Citizens’ Committee on Hutterite Ex¬ 
pansion one of the recommendations was that if an 
application for the sale of lands to a Hutterite colony 
failed to win government approval further applica¬ 
tions to purchase the same lands or other lands in 
the same district for the establishment or expansion 
of a colony be not accepted for a period of at least 
five years. This suggestion for a change in the regu¬ 
lations was, unfortunately, not accepted and now the 
Communal Property Control Board must consider 
this new application and make its recommendation to 
the provincial cabinet. 

Briefs and letters concerning this new application 
to establish another Hutterite colony in the county 
must be sent to the Communal Property Control 
Board before April 6. This must be done to make 
known “the will of the people” to the provincial 
government. If strong opposition is not expressed, if 
the people show little interest then there could be a 
second Hutterite colony in the county. This time there 
will be no public hearing — your opinions can only 
be made known to the government through briefs 
from organizatitons and letters from individuals. 

The government’s difficulties in gaining any sort 
of co-operation from the Hutterites in the matter of 
limitation of colonies or proper education of their 
children are well known; but the government also 
tries, within reason, to consider the wishes of the 
people it represents. If your opinions and wishes are 
known, they will be considered; if you do not make 
them known, they are more easily disregarded.

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

DR. LAWRENCE E. KINDT 

The second session of Canada’s 
26th Parliament opened on a cold, 
dull day and the ceremonies seem¬ 
ed to lack much of their usual 
colour. Extra care was taken with 
security precautions because of the 
recent thefts of arms and ammu¬ 
nition from several Quebec 
armouries. The Throne Speech 
forecasting government legislation 
for the coming session was the 
shortest in history. 

However, two very Important 
matters are to come before parlia¬ 
ment during the next few weeks. 
Namely, the Canada Pension Plan 
and the Columbia River Treaty. 
Other matters announced were the 
establishment of a Student Schol¬ 
arship Loan Fund and the redis¬ 
tribution of federal electoral con- | 
stituencies. There were also a 
number of other matters of per- | 
haps less general interest. 

No doubt the most contentious 
matter will prove to be the 
Canada Pension Plan. The details 
have not as yet been placed before 
parliament. However, I should like 
to make one thing clear — that 
everyone seems to be in favour of 
a national pension plan (except I 
Quebec). The only question being: 
What is the best kind of national 
plan for Canadians? On this mat¬ 
ter opinions differ. The establish¬ 
ment of any national pension plan | 
is an extraordinarily difficult and 
complex matter since so many 
problems are involved, for 
example, the best method of pay¬ 
ing for the project; the integra¬ 
tion of existing pension plans; and 
how to provide as wide a coverage 
as possible, to mention only a few. 

At the moment it seems that 
the government plan will not 
cover anyone presently over 55 
years of age. There is to be a ten 
year build up which means only 
those 55 years or younger will be 
in a position to start their pen- . 
sions at age 65. Matters such as | 
these are certain to be debated 
and many will argue that funds 
should be taken from the general 
revenue to create the necessary 
pension fund instead of waiting 
for the passage of ten years to 
build up the fund. This brings 
into focus another problem, Que¬ 
bec pays taxes and supports the 
general revenue of Canada but 
has refused to join the pension 
plan and therefore would most 
certainly oppose the use of gen¬ 
eral funds. It is issues like this 
where the sparks are likely to fly. 

Actually the most important 
matter facing Canada at the pre¬ 
sent time is the question of the 
serious differences between Que¬ 
bec and the rest of the country. 
This whole matter hangs like a 
dark cloud over Parliament Hill 
and the solution to the problem 
will neither be quick nor easy. 
During the Throne Speech Debate 
national unity was echoed by vari¬ 
ous M.P.’s from all parties. Never¬ 
theless the problem is there right 
on our doorstep and lofty speeches 
will not drive it away. 

The Department of National De¬ 
fence has been under fire during 
the past week. The bureaucratic 
nonsence that has been going on 
would have delighted Messrs. Gil¬ 
bert and Sullivan. 

As everyone knows, there has 
been a number of serious thefts of 
arms and ammunition from vari¬ 
ous government armouries in the 
Province of Quebec and there are 
grave fears that these arms may 
be used by the F.L.Q. (Quebec 
Separatist Movement) for the pur¬ 
poses of violence or perhaps even 
outright insurrection. The Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence has 
been under severe criticism in 
both parliament and the press for 
not providing greater protection 
fee these weapons. In a hurriedly 
desperate attempt to prevent fu¬ 
ture successful raids, stores of arms 
are being withdrawn from 
military establishments and relat¬ 
ed organizations (including high 
schools). This order is apparently 
being carried out to the letter of 
the law but with apparently little 
judgement or common sense and 
the following are only some of 
the startling and ludicrous results, 
(a) A boys private school in Ot¬ 
tawa (Ashbury) received a mid¬ 
night visitation by the army 
which (reportedly with fixed bayo¬ 
nets) removed some target prac¬ 
tice rifles and .22 caliber ammuni¬ 
tion from the school, (b) Appar¬ 
ently at the collegiate in Wood¬ 
stock, Ontario the Army was 
somewhat less efficient. There, the 
army removed .22 caliber ammuni¬ 
tion but left the rifles. If the boys 
want to carry on target practice, 
they will have to go down to the 
hardware store and buy some 
more shells.

Paint on the house, ice cream 
on pie or your name on the gate 
are products of good farming. 
There is no profit on the bottom 
half of production. It is from the 
top half that rewards come. The 
extra bushels per acre if combined 
with economic operations make the 
profit. 

Crops and varieties selected to 
suit the growing conditions on the 
farm and the needs of the farmer 
are a first essential. Many risks 
of production can be minimized by 
planting the right variety of the 
right crop. There is a calculated 
risk on weather but it is known 
for sure that good seed of the 
right variety will maximize yield 
and command market preference. 

The Canadian Seed Growers’ As¬ 
sociation maintains pedigrees of 
seed crops. The best of seed is 
seed with a pedigree. The tag and 
seal is the guarantee. It may be 


certified or registered. Usually, the 
certified class is planted for the 
production of commercial grain 
whereas registered seed is for mul¬ 
tiplication to certified or a lower 
generation of a seed growers pro¬ 
duct. 

Here are a few crop selection 
axioms:— Plant clean seed. Don’t 
plant weeds; there are too many 
now. Plant early ripening crops 
if you are in a short season area. 
An extra few days of combining 
may be worth half the crop. Plant 
lor yield and quality but don’t 
gamble. It may cost a summer’s 
wages. Beware of flax after flax, 
rape after rape, or barley after 
barley; if plant diseases don’t catch 
up, bugs will. Save all your 
chances; start with pedigreed seed 
of the kind and variety that best 
tits your farm business. 

The 1964 Alberta Crop Variety 
bulletin is available at ail Agri¬ 
cultural offices. The information 
will be useful to every farmer 
who plants a crop.

The need for farmers to use 
good quality seed was emphasized 
by Alberta Agriculture Minister, 
Honorable Harry E. Strom, as he 
declared March 1964, Good Seed 
Month in the Province of Alberta. 

The minister urged all seed 
dealers and handlers of seed to 
support and stress the use of top 
quality seed for better crops and 
noted, "control of weeds is cer¬ 
tainly much improved through the 
use of chemicals but a much bet¬ 
ter way is through the use of good 
seed”. 

He also suggested to farmers 
that they give consideration to 
growing the correct varieties for 
their particular area in the pro¬ 
vince. 

Charlie Moore, Debolt, Alberta, 
Vice-president of the Alberta 
Branch, Canadian Seed Growers' 
Association, commenting on the 
declaration, said his organization 
once again joins with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture in pro¬ 


moting the use of good seed. 

Mr. Moore noted that his as¬ 
sociation was formed for the pur¬ 
pose of bringing about an improve¬ 
ment in the crops of Canada by 
the general use of improved seed. 

"Sixty years of service to agri¬ 
culture in Canada is now a reality 
by the Canadian Seed Growers' 
Association", Mr. Moore said. 

Working closely with the De¬ 
partments of Agriculture. Federal 
and Provincial, our universities and 
other agencies, it has taken an 
important part in our national 
prosperity. 

Considering the contribution of 
the CSGA Mr. Moore said, “Many 
more farmers now recognize that 
seed does not mean merely grain, 
but a contained life filled with 
hereditary characteristics, selected 
in such a way as not only to 
leave the crop bigger and better 
but to uplift in general, the lives 
of farm people".
